On Two New Battleships for the
United States House Completes Na-

val Bill. -

today completed th naval appropria-
tion bill and will pass it tomorrow
morning. As agreed to when ready for
amendment today, it provides for the
construction .of two new aattieshipsj
two fleet colliers, eight torpedo boat
destroyers and four submarine torpedo
boats. The two battleships are to be
the largest ever- - constructed in this

likelihood that they may go up to 30,-0-

tons.
Twelve 14-In- Rifles.

The new battleships will have twalve

- Income Tax Is a Good One..:
T. M. Crowley of Hartford, repre-

senting the Workingmen's Political
league, and Mayor Fisher of Middle-tow- n,

representing the Hartford' Cen-
tral Labor union, advocated such pow-
er being given to congress. Said Mr.
Fisher: "I advocate the Income tax
because I believe it is a good tax.
It is income alone that makes it pos-
sible' for a man to pay taxes. .The
income tax has been found uniformly
a good tax. The Hartford Central La-
bor union is composed of 5,000 bright,
alert men who favor the tax.
Over 5,000 Will Pay in Conneotieut.

"The income tax is in a sense in-
quisitorial,, but' it has proved, more
satisfactory than any alternative tax.
Three-fourt- hs of the taxes raised in
this country are raised by the general
property tax and they, of course, fall
heaviest on poor people. There are
probably 200.009 taxpayers in Connec-
ticut and between 6,000 an 10,000
would contribute to the income tax."
